Prlnclplti Upon Which Its Military 


Strength W»« Build.<f. 


Tho Roman military unit WM tbe 


legion of from 4,000 to 6,000 men. di- 
vided la to ten cohort!. Tbe (trenirtb 
nf Hoinnn firms lay la three things. 
Tbe tint ot tbege w« » careful selec- 
tion of men from Among nuen citizens 
aa were practiced In arms. Tb« «>c- 
cnd dependence was upon discipline. 
Warlike youtlxi accustomed them&elres 
to tbe use ot arms aa a recreation, go 
that It .waa said that tbcir »ports were 
battles without bloodshed and their 
bnttlca bloody sports. The third point 
was tbo prompt adoption of all im- 
provements suggested by the experi- 
ence of foreign wars. 


The Uomau legion was practically 


never defeated so long us these three 
principles remained In force. 
The se- 


cret of Its strength was the spirit of 
tho men, who 111 tbelr perfect disci- 
pline exprcBuecl their glory in Home 
and their confidence In themtielve*. 


Tbe raont brilliant achievement! of 


this military instrument were attained 
by Cneniir, wbo aroused the devotion 
of his troops to the highest point by 
making common cause with them In 
tho pursuit of valor. AB PJntarcb says, 
"He Bho wed them tbat he did not beap 
up wealth from tbe wars for bis own 
luxury or the gratifying of his private 
pleasures, but that all he received was 
but n public fund, laid by for the re- 
ward and encouragement of valor."—

Btatistlca indicate that from the clopc 
of the fiscal years of the various rc.il 
roads, 1906 to 1911, a period of five 
years, the number of freight cars in- 
creAseil by 875,000.

cars built dining* the same period may 
be estimated for purposes of compar- 
ison at about 750,000, or almost twice 
aa many. 


The abandonment of old yrooden 


cars is perhaps at its height at this 
time.
